had enlifted great Numbers of Men at Manchetter, to 


“which Place they returned. They had 16 Pieces of Can- 


non at Manchefter, great Numbers of cover’d Waggons, 
and near 100 Horfts laden. ‘They talked differently a- 
bout the Route they intended to take, fome giving out 
that they fhould march forthwith to Chefter, and others, 
into Derbythire. The fame Day 200 were at Warring- 
ton; two of whom, who had croffed the River, were 
feized by thé Liverpool Soldiers, hand-cuffed, and fent 
to Chefter. 

Letters of the.1{t Inftant fay, That feveral Parties of 
the Rebels have croffed the Merfy at different Places, 
upon the 30th at Night, and early in the Morning of 
the firft initant, were {een marching by different Routs 
towards Macclesficld. The Horfe and Artillery paffed 
atfCheadle-ford. The Bridges were mide of Trees 
(chiefly Poplars) fell’d for that Purpofe, and Planks laid 
a-crofs; and all the Country People that could be found 
were compelled to affift them init. They prefs’d, or 
rather took away all the Horfes they could meet with 
about Manchelter, before they crofied the Merfy, and 
obliged feveral Gentlemen, who had fent their Horfes 
out of the Way, to fend them back. By Break of Day 
upon the firft, a Party of Horfe came to Altringham, 
befpoke Quarters for a Body of Foot, which arrived 
there about 10, and then fet out for Macclesfield with 
a Guide. The Party which lay at Altringham was ve- 
ry folicitous to know what Number of the King’s For- 
ces there was at Knotsford. At 12 o’Clock about a 
hundred Horfe came to Macclesfield, and ordered the 
Bellman to prepare Quarters for sooo Men, who came 
in there about two o’Clock, withthe Artillery and the 
Pretender’s Son, who lay there that Night. The Van 
Guard which confitted of about 200 Men, and which had 
Orders to be in Readinef$ to march at 11 at Night, was 
quartered at Broken Crofs, on the Congleton Side of 
Macclesfield. All that Evening they were bufy f{cal- 





ing their Pieces, firing them, and putting them into Or- 
der. ‘They had given out that they fhould caf! at Knots- 
ford ; and that tacy did nor, feems to be owing to their 
having heard that there were 2000 of the King’s Troops 
in that P¥¥ce. Inthe Middle of the Night go of them 
were at Buckley Hill in Purfuit of two Deferters. 

By Letters of the 2d there sre Advices, that the Party 
which lay at Altringham the Night before, marched ear- 
ly that Morning towards Macclesfield, fiom which 
Place about 2000 loot pafled by Gawfworth.-at ten: 
That 2000 Horfe and Feot came into Congleton be- 
tween three and four in the Afternoon, who gave out, 
that the Pretender, with the Remainder of the Troops, 
would be there that Evening. A fimall Party of about 
30 were detached toa Place called Athbury, two or 
three Miles on the Newcaftle’Side of Congleton. Their 
Horfes are very fimall, lean, and of different Colours. 

Stafford, Monday December 2, paft eleven at Night. 

By the fretheit Advices from our moit advanced Poft, 
which is at Newcaitle, a large Party of the Rebels were 
at Congleton, within nine Miles of that Place; and their 
whole Army, with all their Artillery and Baggage, was 
to be there this Night. His Royal Highnefs the Duke 
had before ordered the Cavalry at that Poft to be alert, 
aud the two Bittalions of Intantry tg retire to Stone, 
which is fix Miles on this Side of it, in cafe of the Ene- 
my’s Approach.
